Szemzo’s uncle was known 
throughout Europe as the man who 
played cards with gloves on. Natu- 
rally there was a reason for such ac- 
tion. When a young man, he had 
promised his distressed mother that 
he would never touch a card. The 
gioves enabled him to keep that 
promise. But luck was against him 
and his fortune went over the gam- 
ing tables. Then there was Szem- 
zo’s father, also a well-known but 
more conservative gambler. For 
years his lucky streak continued 
and finally he became known as 
one of the richest men in Hungary. 
But the turn came and the fortune 
he had amassed went back over 
the gaming tables. Now he lives 
on the Riviera, his sole income a 
small pension which he receives as 
a retired Hungarian general. 


When the family estate shrank 
from 30,000 acres to a small plot 
near Budapest, Szemzo came to this 
country to study agriculture, intend- 
ing to cultivate that last bit of land. 
But word came that his father had 
Tost it in a card game. So he looked 
about for a job. As that was just aft- 
er the World war, jobs were scarce. 
But he finally obtained a position 
in’ a restaurant. He worked his 
way up quickly and became man- 
ager of that restaurant. He held 
other similar positions, then mar- 
ried a young American girl, a phy- 
sician. She preferred to practice 
in the Mid-West and they separated. 
Then bad breaks came. When Zim- 
merman opened his new restaurant, 
Szemzo applied for the doorman’s 
post. Zimmerman knew his father 
in the old country and put him to 
work. And he has no taste for gam- 
bling. 


There’s something appealing in 
this homely bit of philosophy ex- 
pressed by Gertrude Berg, whose 
radio serial, ‘‘The Goldbergs,’’ has 
been running for the last nine years: 
“When your clothes are soiled, you 
soak them thoroughly, wash them 
and then iron them out. The same 
should apply to your worries, your 
opinions of others, your general 
viewpoint on life itself. Take stock 
once in awhile, rinse your mind of 
bad opinions and you'll find it easy 
to iron out most of your troubles.”

Hoboes’ Convention 


Once more the hobo leaders hit the road, riding the 
rods in response to the eternal urge for nomad travel. 
Their lst annual ‘‘convention’’, held in Cleveland, is 
over. Curiously, the major concern of convention 
chiefs was fear that the professional ‘‘bo’s’’ proud 
identity would be submerged in the enormous army 
of drifting men and women who have lost home and 
job and are wonderers by necessity and not by choice. 


That hobo concern seems whimsical. . Yet there is 
something deadly serious to California stressed by 
the hobo attitude. .Drawn by the magic name of Cal- 
ifornia, hundreds of thousands of desperate men and 
women have invaded this State in the last few years, 
searching for jobs and security. They have register- 
ed in order to qualify for citizenship relief benefits. 
Enfranchised but jobless, they are understandably, 
willing followers of every visionary pied piper who 
promises employment of any sort. 


A sobering illustration of the potential threat to 
California prosperity of a ‘‘job vote’’ that may con- 
trol elections is provided today in the Garrison Bond 
Act, once more before the Legislature. It would 
place in the hands of the vote-seeking demagogue the 
power to plunge State, counties, cities, and districts | 
into unlimited revenue bond debts by merely persuad- 
ing a bare majority of the voters that the bond pro- 
jects would create payrolls. - ? 


To be sure, the Garrison Bond Act was roundly 
defeated at last year’s election. And, aware of the ex- 
pressed will of the electorate, the Legislature certain- 
ly should vote it down. But the dangerous cireum- 
stance so graphically emphasized by the hoboes at 
their convention remains. ‘Tax-paying citizens who 
have built California must protect California solveney 
by maintaining zealously every public safeguard, such 
as the two-thirds vote requirement on revenue bonds, 
against the menace of debt ruin which might well 
follow if the State’s floating population and its un-| 
employed were placed in position to dominate State | 
elections.

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Water Organism Provides Thrill At Exhibit 


Visitors to the University of | 
California science exhibit at the! 
Golden Gate International Expo- 
sition on Treasure Island were giv- 
en a new sort of thrill within the | 
past few days when Mrs. Micro- 
scopic Cyclops, a tiny marine 
dweller, gave birth to 24 baby cy- 
clops right before their eyes. 

While this event happens fre- 
quently in nature, its demonstra- 
tion by science is a rare event, 
owing to the infinitesimal size of 
the organism. The fact that it 
happened before scores of Expo- 
sition visitors has attracted wide 
attention. 

Mrs. Cyclops is a crustacean- 
like micro-organism with seg- 
mented body somewhat resembling 
a lobster. She carries two egg sacs 
one on either side of the tail, and 
these may contain from a few up 
to 36 eggs each. The young, known 
scientifically as nauplius larva, 
develop within the sac until they 
are able to swim, and then break 
through, after which they feed on 
bacteria in the water. 

The Exposition visitors were en- 
abled to see this rare spectacle by 
reason of the fact that the organ- 
isms are being projected on a tran- 
sparency at 200 times their natur- 
al size while going through their 
life cycle in a drop of water on a 
microscope slide. One drop is suf- 
ficient to contain a number of the 
organisms, but when shown on the 
screen transparency they are sev- 
eral inches long and their every 


movement can be followed in the 
minutest detail.

| The College of Agriculture ex- 


pert pointed out that imports of 
| raw silk into the United States de. 
! clined from eighty million to some 
fifty-four million pounds per year 
\ auniag the past decade. This wag 
due largely to the increasing pop- 
ularity of rayon. However, rayon 
was not used widely for manufact- 
ure of women’s hosiery and the 
use of raw silk for this purpose 
actually increased during the same 
period. 

However, said Wilson, Nylon 
which is derived entirely frum 
plastics, seems ideally adapted to 
the manufacture of sheer hosiery 
and is said to equal pure silk in 
appearance and at the same time 
give longer wear and more free- 
dom from runs. If these reports 
ae correct, it can be assumed 
that raw silk imports will suffer a 
serious decline within a short 
time.

Annually in harvested areas 
alone, erosion removes 2,500,000 tons 
of nitrogen, 900,000 tons of phosphor- 
us and 15,000,000 tons of potassium— 
the three major plant foods which 
make the production of crops pos- 
sible. 

‘‘Harvested crops rank next in de- 
pleting the soil and are responsible 
for taking out an additional 4,600,000 
tons of nitrogen, 700,000 tons of phos- 
phorus and 3,200,000 tons of potas- 
sium. 

“The total annual loss from the 
soil of these three chemical plant 
nutrients, due to all the destructive 
factors are 16,000,000 tons of nitro- 
gen, 2,500,000 tons of phosphorus and 
36,200,000 tons of potassium. 


“The necessity for an ever-in- 
creasing program of soil conserva- 
tion is indicated by the fact that 
fertilizers and manures are believed 
to restore only 18 per cent of the 
annual nitrogen loss, 44 per cent of 
the phosphorus loss and about 6.8 
per cené of the potash loss. Restora- 
tion from other sources reduces the 
annual net loss to 2,700,000 tons of 
nitrogen, approximately 1,200,000 


000,000 tons of potassium. 
To Combat Depletion. 


“Practical results on millions of 
American farms of the restoration 
of fertility and crop productivity by 
means of an intelligent program of 
fertilizer use, offers the securest 
means of combating the depletion 
of our soils. Yet the need of a 
more universal use of commercial 
plant foods is shown by the fact 
that the consumption of fertilizers 
in the United States annually is at 
the rate of about 7,200,000 tons, or 
only one and one-tenth tons per 
farm. 

“The campaign to promote soil 
conservation has enlisted effective 
support from the U. S. department 
of agriculture, from soil scientists, 
teachers, experimental stations and 
county agents who are interpreting 
to farmers the latest discoveries 
concerning soil fertility. Moreover. 
fertilizer manufacturers are doing 
their part by giving farmers the 
benefit of all available information 
about fertilizers and their proper 
application.” 


Farming With \ Machiries 


20 Times as Efficient 


STATE COLLEGE, PA.—The na- 
tion’s farmers are finding much 
more time for diversion from their 
agrarian duties. 

According to A. W. Clyde, asso- 
ciate professor of agricultural engi- 
neering at Pennsylvania State col- 
lege, machinery has increased the 
efficiency of the modern farmer as 
much as 20 times. 

With methods used at the turn of 
the century, a farmer had to expend 
almost 34 hours of labor to grow an 
acre of corn, Clyde said. With the 
latest farm equipment, the farm- 
er can produce an acre of corn with 
five hours’ labor. 

The modern farm tractor has 
done to today’s agriculture follow- 
ers what the steel plow did in the 
Nineteenth century, Clyde asserted 


Scientist Tells Secret 
Of Long Ears in Rabbits 


BERKELEY, CALIF.—Robert T. 
Orr, of the California Academy of 
Sciences, explained to the conven- 
tion here of the American Society of 
Mammologists, and the American 
Society of Ichthyologists and Her- 
petologists why some rabbits have 
long ears and others short ones. 

It all depends on nature’s system 
of wiring the rabbits for sound, Orr 
stated.

Tells Horrors 
Of Chinese War| 


HONGKONG.—There are things 
about this war that must be termed 
fantastic. 

You can meet and talk to war 
refugees, and when you see a ragged 
Chinese peasant who has carried his 
wounded wife for miles to find sanc- 
tuary, you stare at first and then 
fight the desire to run away from it. 

And you can meet some one like 
Maj. George B. Chin, of Boston, who 
is also a refugee, in a sense, and, 
talking to him, you find yourself 
staring at him. 

Here you have a young man who 
was born in San Jose, Calif., who 
played on the streets of Boston, and 
who still has his home there. 

He talks about the fall of Canton, 
and his voice is quick, impatient, 
with bits of American slang: 


Uses American Slang. 

“It was one for the books. Here 
I was with 500 men, ordered into 
third-line position, and finding my- 
self in front-line position instead. 
That shows how fast the Japanese 
came through. [ had my men on 
both sides of the highway. in rough, 
hilly country. No equipment to 
speak of, but we clid have a coup!e of 
anti-tank guns and a lot of hand 
grenades. 

“The Japanese showed up with 
five tanks. We le! go at them with 
the anti-tank guns and got two of 
the tanks. Then the Japanese came 
back with 15 tanks and about 30 air- 
planes. They bombed us, and how. 
All I could see for a time was men 
bouncing into the air as the bombs 
hit all around us. There was noth- 
ing we could do against that. I got 
back to Canton with about 275 of my 
men. 

“In Canton it was all confusion, 
with troops moving out. Things were 
all washed up. There was nothing 
to do but get out. I made it.” 


In Dirty Prison. 

Without realizing it, he gives you 
a perfect word picture of that 
strange and awful imprisonment. 
How they were unable to identify 
themselves, as a group of fleeing 
Chinese officers, and how they were 
arrested by the troops of another 
district on suspicion of being spies. 
“It was a wet, dirty hole of a place 
where you wouldn't keep a dog. (He 
is an educated Chinese-American.) 
They chained us to a wall. I got 
loose and managed to get my com- 
rades loose. Then we heard some 
one coming and we had to run. 
There was just one old man left.” 

“‘What happened to the old man?” 
you ask. 

“I told him, ‘Here, perhaps they 
won't kill you because you’re an old 
man.’ And I managed to find a 
piece of iron that he could use in 
getting himself free. Then we had 


that he sees old age as being close 
to death anyway, so what difference 
does it make. 

And it is, after all, war in China.

64, 156.895 Aiendk 
Nation’s Churches 
Membership Rose Twice as 

Fast as Population. 

NEW YORK.—The total member- 
ship of churches in the United States 
is 64,156,895, according to Informa- 
tion Service, official weekly publica- 
tion’ of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. Of 
these 52,379,579 are more than 13 
years old. The total number of 
churches in this country is 248,410. 
There are 200 different religious 
bodies. 

These and other church totals 
were assembled by Rev. Dr. Her- 
man C. Weber, editor of the Year 
Book of American Churches, who is 
considered an outstanding authority 
in the United States on religious 
statistics. 

“Dr. Weber has been working 
for a number of years with the As- 
sociation of Statisticians of Amer- 
ican Religious Bodies to improve 

the statistics of religion,” said a 
statement issued at the headquar- 
ters of the council, 297 Fourth ave- 
nue. ‘Every effort has been made 
under his direction to insure accu- 
racy and comparability and the fig- 


and reliable material now availa- 
ble.” 

Dr. Weber's figures show that the 
membership of the churches in the 
United States increased twice as 
fast as the population in 1937. The 
increase in church membership was 
about 960,000. The number of 
churches in 1937 increased by 1,743. 

“Significant of the trend toward 
church unity is the fact that 97.3 
per cent of the total membership is 
in the 50 larger bodies—all with 
membership of 50,000 or over,’ the 
statement announced. ‘‘The small 
bodies, approximately 160, account 
for only 2.7 per cent of this great 
church population. Moreover, the 
former total of 212 bodies has been 
reduced by ‘mergers and disappear- 
ances’ to 200. 

“The membership 13 years of age 
and over increased by 963,396 dur- 
ing the period covered.”

Finds Way to Keep 
Static Out of Rado 


New Broadcast System Will 
Be Ready in Spring. 


NEW YORK.—Radio without stat- 
ic, tube noises or interference of 
any kind, will emerge as an actual- 
ity by spring when the first high 
powered thunder defying radio sta- 
tion in the world will be put in op 
eration by Edwin H. Armstrong 
professor of electrical engineering 
at Columbia university,. Armstrong 
is the inventor of the superheter- 
dyne type of receiver and other de- 
vices in the field of communication 


The announcement was made by 
Columbia university. The static- 
free radio station, to be known as 
W2XMN, will employ a new system 
of transmission and reception in- 
vented by Armstrong. It is known 
as the method of frequency modula- 
tion, which differs radically from 
the amplitude modulating system 
now in use. 

The new system, because it elim- 
inates static, tube noises, and inter- 
ference, promises to replace the old 
method now in use in the same 
manner in which alternating cur- 
rent replaced direct current, Arm- 
strong said. 

The new method of radio trans- 
mission and reception, it was de- 
clared, promises to be of vast sig- 
nificance in another direction. For 
not only will it eliminate all un- 
wanted noises made by nature or 
man, but it will at the same time 
also open up for the field of high 
fidelity broadcasting a vast new air 
channel in the short wave range, 
from 10 meters down to possibly 
1 meter. 

This will mean that from 1,000 up 
to possibly 1,500 new radio wave. 
lengths will be available for use for 
the first time on a practical basis. 

“The new system,”’ the announce. 
ment says, “‘will greatly relieve the 
danger of the air waves being mo- 
nopolized, which has given so much 
concern to congress, by making 
available a service on the ultra-high 
frequency channels that are com- 
paratively unused at present.”

Pulmonary embolism, which ac- 
counts for 8 per cent of deaths fol- 
lowing surgical operations, comes 
when a blood clot clogs the artery 
from the heart to the lungs, and 
usually results in death within 15 
minutes. ; 

Doctor Gibbon’s chromium-plated 
steel heart and lungs is designed te 
perform the functions of the living 
heart and lungs while a surgeon re: 
moves the clot. 

No attempt has been made yet to 
use the apparatus on human beings, 
but Doctor Gibbon told the Medical 
Society of Pennsylvania. at its re- 
cent Scranton convention that the 
blood of 13 cats had been diverted 
through the artificial organs for pe- 
riods up to 18 minutes without loss 
of life. :
